A correspondent of mine suggests that 
either the Abbey Theatre or the Gate 
Theatre might do worse than stage this 
season a play by Lépe de Vega, the 
Spanish dramatist, whose tereentenary Was 
noted here a few days ago. The experi- 
ment might be worth trying, but 1 would 
not guarantee its success. It is true that 
de Vega sometimes laid his scenes abroad, 
even in Ireland, but they are Spanish 
through and through, ard neither Irish- 
man or Englishman would recognise their 
country in his plays. He had some in- 
terest in Ireland, and had served on the 
San Juan, one of the -vessels. in the 
Spanish Armada which ended the 
inglorious attempt to invade England. 
His ship was blown along the Irish coast, 
but eventually made home waters again 
from Scotland. While in Irish waters he 
noted the, to him, curious. dress and 
manners of the Irish of his day. After- 
wards de Vega wrote a drama on the un- 
fortunute Marvy Queen of Scots. While 
with the Armada he wrote a poem entitled 
“ Hermosona de Angelica;”’? and published 
it some vears later with “ Dragontea,”’ a 
fierce jinvective against Queen Elizabeth 
and Drake. De Vega played many parts 
in his time, ineluding that. of a 
“ familiar,” or official, of the Inquisition, 
and some of them did not add to his credit 
morally. For a time he was secretary to 
the Duke of Aloa, grandson of the creat 
scourge of the Netherlands. In his long 
life there was as much of the tragic as 
of the romantic, and his adventures 1n- 
cluded) imprisonment and exile. It was 
de Vega who introduced the comedias de 
eana y espada, or cloak and sword comedy. 
Critics differ cn the question of his powers 
of charactevisation, but I pass on to Mr. 
Hunt and Mr. Edwards my corre- 
spondent’s suggestion for what it is worth. 


Fon biddeg Weeds 


I wonder to what cause do we owe the 
nnusual luxuriance of the ragwort in our 
fields this summer? Not being a farmer, 
I do not have to remember that it is on 
the Department’s list for extermination, 
and need only regard it as an additione! 
bit of colour in the countryside. While 
for a walk last week on a windy day I 
got the greatest pleasure watching a held 
frothing to the brim with “this yellow 
foam. Curiously enough, the other two 
weeds, which, with ragwort, are forbidden 
by law, and for which any farmer may be 
prosecuted for growing—docks and thistles 
—-weie never more flourishing than they 
were this year. In the Midlands I have 
seen broad acres given up to thistles and 
meadowsweet-—a frequent combination 
there. as meadowsweet likes a. boggy soil. 
Docks. I think, are not auite so bad— 
though [ notice complaints in English 
farming papers that they are very prolific 
at. present. I do not know whether 
the English farmer is taking any steps to 
rid himself of these interlopers, but here 
evéryone can see their uninterrupted 
march across the land. These weeds 
should never be allowed to bloom. as their 
seeds are of the ‘‘ wind-carried ” variety 
and can cover large distances, | Nothing 
whatever seems to be done to discourage 
them, Terhaps, it is a sign that the 
farmers here have grown disconsolate and 
are letting the pasture “go to the 
docks)’’-! 

The mention of docks puts me in mind 
of the old Irish triad: ‘‘ Three signs of a 
deserted place—elders, docks and nettles.”’ 
We have all three! 


September ACeteors 


The lengthening nights of September 
offer increased advantages to meteor 
observers. In the early part of the month 
there will not be much interference from 
moonlight duririg the morning hours. The 
chief radiants are located in Perseus and 
Auriga, but other constellations, such as 
Pisces and Aries, occasionally furnish 
meteors. On the 6th maxima occur about 
10 p.m. and 12.15. Meteors may also be 
found fairly numerous during the early 
hours of th: preceding morning, especially 
between 1 and 2. On the 7th there is 
another maximum about 10 p.m. Thexe 
is an increase of meteoric intensity on the 
morning of the 10th, between 2 and 5.30,

Kerru Blues 


A reader of my correspondent’s ques- 
tions informs me that, with professional 
breeders and owners the “ Kerry ” has 
given place in popularity to the grey- 
hound, which is a better paying proposi- 
tion on both sides of the Channel. With 
domestic owners, however, the wrongly 
dubbed ‘‘ Hooligan of the Canine World ”’ 
still keeps his place as a faithful member 
of the family, although he never super- 
seded the Irish terrier. It would be im- 
possible, from the vague description given, 
to identify as a Kerry Blue the dog seen 
in Berlin, says my informant, because the 
term ‘‘ wheaten’’ usually is assigned to 
a certain type of Irish terrier. Both 
breeds are much sought after abroad, and 
I am not doubting that the German lady’s 
dog is typical of Ireland, although he may, 
of course, have been bred in Belfast or 
England. : 

It is remarkable how soon the tempers 
of these dogs alter on exchange of owner- 
ship.

In most show catalogues they 
are classified as Irish Blue terriers, and 
their club is the Irish Blue Terrier Club. 
The late Sir Thomas O’Shaughnessy, how- 
ever, maintained that they are Mountain 
Blue terriers.

Although the conference began officially with 
the presidential address last 
Richard took the opportunity at a Rotary Club 
luncheon to make an impassioned defence of 
modern scientists against the allegation that 
they are spending their time ee 
instruments of death and destruction—high 
explosive shell and clouds of . poison gas. 
Nothing could be further from the truth 
than to suppose tha these degrading aspects 
of modern civilisation are necessary conse- 

uences of scientific progress, declared Sir 
Richard. 

“They are due to human greed and the 
same spirit of jealousy as that which: led 
Cain to rise up and slay his brother.» They 
are consequences of tle fact that civilised 
man is little removed from a savage where 
his primitive instincts are concerned, and 
if he can acguire the strength of a giant 
from science he is prepared to use it for 
his own ends. 


RESEARCH WORK 


long before it was introduced as a poison gas 
in the Great War. The mixture of metallic 
aluminium and ferric oxide, known as 
themit, was used ‘for welding metal long 
before it was applied to make incendiary 
bombs.

THE RICHES OF SCIENCE 


“ The. object of most scientific work is to 
increase human knowledge of natural prin- 
ciples and processes. Science is continually 
pouring 1iches into the lap of man, but the 
use that is made of them is decided by others. 
Whether a scientific discovery is used for 
good or evil depends upon the community.” 
Sir Richard said that when the proper spirit 
prevailed science would be no longer regarded 
as a destroying angel or a maker of grimy 
social surroundings—slums. It was an ironical 
comment upon modern civilisation that the 
social reaction to the gifts of plenty mado 
possible by science was not an increase of 
human welfare, but distress and unemploy- 
ment. 

Such consequences were due to the neglect 
of the application of scientific methods to the 
solution of social problems. Our distributive 
and economic systems remained on the basis 
of a pre-scientific age, solely unadjusted to 
the change. 

International agreements were mainly ad- 
justments of national interests, conceived in 
confined political atmospheres and determined 
by expediency. The time had come for the 
civilised world to readjust itself to the new 
conditions. : 


SHAPING THE FUTURE 


“Though we may not be descended. from 
gods, we can make the world a celestial 
dwelling place if we wish,” concluded Sir 
Richard 

*“Science alone cannot save mankind from 
disaster, but its influence as the guide and 
expression of man’s fearless quest for truth 
should help to shape the future, and give the 
civilised world reason to hope and expect 
an end of the night of weeping and the advent 
of the morn of song.”

She was 
appointed by her union, to which Miss 
Chenevix also belongs, as their particular 
representative. 

The Irish delegates will work in conjunc- 
tion with the Consultative Committee of 
Women authorised by the League of Nations 
to report on the subject of the status of 
women, 

A conference of women, held at 48 Fleet 
street, Dublin, expressed satisfaction at the 
sympathetic hearing given te the deputation 
by President de Valera, but regrets were 
expressed that he had not given any definite 
ussurances. regarding the request for recon- 
sideration of Clause 12 of the Conditions of 
Employment Bill. 

The conference recorhmended the delegates 
to Geneva to» give special attention to the 
conditions of employment of women, and to 
ensure that this matter should be brought 
prominently to the notice of delegates to the 
Assembly, 

The conference also advised the delegates 
to give every possible support to the question 
of anti-militarism and world peace.

The Curtain Rises 


Yesterday, at Geneva, the curtain rose 


on the opening act of a drama on the 
dénouement of which momentous issues 
depend. The Council of the League of 
Nations met in full session, and, although 
there are many items on its agenda, the 
only thing that really matters is the 
attitude which it will adopt in the Italo. 
Ethiopian dispute. For the moment, the 
delegates at Geneva are playing for time. 
Yesterday, Mr. Anthony Eden, represent- 
ing His Majesty’s Governmert in the 
United Kingdom, informed the Council of 
the steps that had been taken in Paris 
and elsewhere in an effort to bring about a 
peaceful solution of the dispute. He was 
at pains to point out that there could be 
no question of a quarrel between Great 
Britain and Italy, but was equally 
insistent that Great Britain was deter- 
mined to fulfil her cbligat’ons, not only 
as a member of the League of Nations, 
but also as a signatory of the famous 
Kellogg Pact. The Covenant and the 
Kellogg Pact, he declared, provided all the 
necessary machinery to settle disputes 
between members of the League by peaceful 
means. ‘“‘It is our duty,” he said, ** to 
use the machinery of tho League that lies 
to our hands.” M. Laval, the French 
Premier, also was emphatic in his loyalty 
to the League’s. principles. ‘ The 
Covenant binds us all,” he asserted; and 
in that simple phrase he epitomised the 
entire situation, Italy and Abyssinia both 
dre members of the League of Nations, and 
Italy has signed the Kellogg Pact. ' Con- 
sequently, she has pledged herself to 
exhaust every possible means of settlement 
with her adversaries before resort to armed 
force, and, in fact, by virtue of her 
signature to the Kellogg Pact she has 
undertaken never to go to war. In these 
circumstances, the Council of the League 
will be required to decide what, if any, 
action it will take in the event of 
hostilities in North-East Africa. The 
Emperor of-Abyssinia has placed his case 
in the League’s hands, relying on its sense 
of fair play. The events of the ‘next few 
days will prove whether or not his trust 
has been justified. 

At one time it was feared that Signor 
Mussolini might decide to ignore the 
League of Nations altogether, and proceed 
with his military plans against the 
Ethiopians irrespective of what might 
happen at Geneva; but happily he seems 
to have thought better of his first inten- 
tion. Baron Aloisi was present at yester- 
day’s meeting of the Council, which he 
treated to a very long exposition of the 
Italian case against Abyssinia, harking 
back so far as 1914 in an effort to show 
that the Ethiopians have no 1espect for 
treaties. A summary of the Baron’s 
address has been issued, to the extent of 
some five thousand words, and the Italian 
Government apparently has based most of 
its arguments on the thesis that Abyssinia 
is unfit for membership of the League of 
Nations. When it suited her policy, Italy 
herself was instrumental in the election 
of Abyssinia to membership of the League, 
very much against the wishes of Great 
Britain who took precisely the view then 
that the Italians are taking now. Baron 
Aloisi alleges that Abyssinia has forfeited 
all rights to protection by the League 
inasmuch as she has failed in her primary 
duties, and “has put herself openly out- 
side the Covenant.’’ She has become “ an 
immediate and permanent danger to 
Italy’? because she is threatening the 
integrity of the Italian colonies of Eritrea 
and Somaliland, and it is ‘‘ contrary to all 
the principles of right and justice” that 
Italy should be expected to treat with her 
inside the League on terms of equality. 
Manifestly, the Italian Government is 
determined to persist. in its plans for the 
conquest of the Ethiopian Empire. Baron 
Aloisi’s memorandum is a _ thoroughly 
specious document, the text of which 
probably was dictated by Signor Mussolini 


of the charges which it brings against the 
Abyssinians may be true. Nobody ever 
pretended that the subjects of the Lion 
of Judah are qualified to take their places 
in the drawing-rooms of Mayfair or the 
palaces of the Roman aristocracy, 
Abyssinia’s shortcomings, however, have 
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does not wish to offend either Britain or 
Italy, and finds herself* impaled on the 
horns of a desperate dilemma. Signor’ 
Mussolini continues to proclaim loudly 
that he will regard any attempt by the 
League to stay his triumphal march to 
Adowa as an act of war, and will wreak 
dire vengeance on those who may partici- 
pate in it. Even in England—the land of 
Palmerston, of old Queen Victoria, .of 
Edward VII.—there are timid folk who 
seem really to be afraid of Signor Musso- 
lini, and it remains to be seen whether or 
not his gigantic bluff will succeed at 
If it does succeed, and he is 
allowed to have his will of Abyssinia, the 
League of Nations may as well put)up its 
shutters ; for it will have connived at one 
of the most barefaced and cynical crimes 
in the history of civilised society.

Spert and Politics 


Even games, alas! cannot be kept free 
from politics, and only a few days ago the 
Irish Olympic Council decided to 
‘‘ boycott ” next year’s Olympic Games in 
At first sight the series of events 
leading up to its decision is . difficult 


This country has taken part 


in the Olympic Games as “' Ireland ”' since 
the foundation of the Free State, and 
athletes from both sides of the border have 
been eligible for inclusion in the teams. 
Apparently the first sign of an alteration 
in the status was the substitution of the 
name “' Irish Free State ” for “ Ireland ”’ 
in the official bulletin of the next Olympic 
Games, which was issued last December, 
The Irish Olympic Council asked the 
reason for the change, and was told that, 
in reality, there was no change. In an 
explanatory letter it was pointed out that a 
delegate of the International Olympic 
Committee had been appointed to Ireland 
in 1922 in order to enable citizens of the 
Free State to take part in the Olympic 
Games under their own flag, and that the 
name now was being changed in order to 
make the real situation clear, Such an 
explanation, however, is not very convinc- 
If, through a misapprehension, the 
wrong label was given to a competing 
country, it is curious that thirteen years 
should have elapsed before the responsible 
body discovered and corrected its mistake. 
There is some excuse, therefore, for the 
attitude of the Irish Olympic Council. At 
a special meeting on Monday it expressed 
dissatisfaction with the ruling, and agreed 
that it would take no part in the Olympic 
Games of 1936 unless it should be allowed 
to enter its competitors as representing 
Ireland, The ruling of the International 
Committee, indeed, seems to have been a 
clumsy, though well-meaning, attempt to 
hide the real issues, which undoubtedly 
are connected with the wretched dispute 
in which the N.A.C.A. has become in- 
volved. At first it seemed likely that the 
squabble between the Northern Ireland 
and the Free State athletes could be 
patched up, but it was allowed to grow— 
mainly through the intransigeance of the 
N.A.C.A.—and has had very serious 
results. In the end it was decided that 
Northern Ireland, for athletic purposes, 
should be considered as part of Great 
Britain, and, as the N.A.C.A. refused to 
accept this ruling, it has been suspended 
by the international body. The decision 
of the International Olympic Committee 
presumably comes from a wish to follow 
the ruling, and to regularise the position 
of Northern Ireland in regard to all forms 
of sport. The change that it has made. 
however, and the attitude of the Irish 
Olympic Council towards it, mean: that 
the position of Free State athletes has 
become even worse than before. As 
matters stood, only those athletes who did 
not come under the jurisdiction of the 
N.A.C.A. would have been able to ‘repre- 
sent this country at the Olympic Games, 
but now we can send no competitors at all.

Sir Malcolm Campbell broke the 
world’s. land speed record by 25 miles an 
hour ; he was the first human being to travel 
on land at 300 miles an hour ; he had come 
within 67 miles an hour of the American 
air speed record—and yet he was a dis- 
appointed man. The amazing figures he had 
set up meant nothing to him; but a frac- 
tion of a mile an hour darkened all 
When the average speed for 
the double journey was calculated it was 
found to be .12 short of 300 miles an hour ; 
but, previous to this, a friend had told 
Sir Malcolm that he had completed the 
return trip at an average ot 299 miles an 
hour. He knew already that his average 
for the outgoing mile was over 300 miles 
an hour, and, consequently, he felt confi- 
had attained his life’s 
ambition—the measured mile at over five 
miles a minute. For a moment or two 
after the Blue Bird had come to rest it 
was obvious that the driver was supremely 
happy; but then came the news that he 
had just failed in his endeavour. Almost 
at once, however, Sir Malcolm Campbell 
decided he would try again to reach the 
300 mile an hour average—and that deci- 
sion was proof of his great courage. 
first attempt was a dash into the unknown. 
Everyone knew it was dangerous; but no 
one knew the quality of the danger. After 
the first trip, however, Sir Malcolm knew 
what he had to face; he had the memory 
behind him of two amazing escapes from 
death; and yet he was determined to go 
on and to achieve his design. During the 
latter half of the return trip he was com- 
pletely blinded by steam and flying salt; 
and then a burst tyre nearly caused 
To take out the Blue Bird again, 
knowing that the ordeal of scalding steam 
and salt once more must be endured—and 
believing, perhaps, that the next burst 
tyre would mean death—was courageous 
It is, however, unwise to tempt 
the fates at 300 miles an hour, and all 
those who admire a great man must have 
thankful that the corrected time 
fulfilled for Sir Malcolm Campbell his

DR. HARRY HARBISON 


The death occurred at his residence, 26

|THOUSANDS OF PEOPLE 
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GREAT HAVOC IN 
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HOMELESS 


- From Revuter’s Correspondent. 
MIAMI (FLORIDA), Wednesday. 
EAVING hundreds dead, thousands 


homeless, and untold destruction in 
its wake, one of the most terrible hurri- 
canes within living memory has swept 
across the State of Florida. The Sainte 
down of communications has made any 
accurate estimate of the death-roll impos- 
sible, but rescue workers in the islands 
alone assess the number of killed there 
as between 400 and 500. 
. The worst sufferers from the storm, 
which is a yearly terror in the South, were 
the Keys, the chain of little islands con- 
nected by bridges and a railway, and 
stretching south-west from the southern- 
most tip of Florida. ' 

Survivors from the Keys tell how walls 
of water, fifteen feet high, pounded con- 
tinually against the coasts of the little 
islands. Refugees from Matecumbe Key, 
where there was a veterans’ rehabilitation 
camp, say that every building there was 
crushed like a matchbox when the great 
volume of water surged across the island, 
washing the victims into the sea, and 
ripping people’s clothes to shreds. A 
“new, aga aeroplane from Jacksonville, 
Florida, which flew over the Keys survey- 
ing the damage, reported that the Mate- 
cumbe camp was utterly demolished, An 
eleyen-coach train, which had been sent 


along the Keys to rescue the veterans, had 
been swept clean into Upper Matecumbe 
Bay. Only the engine was still standing 
on the rails. One survivor said that he 
would rather face a machine-gun than 
experience another hurricane. 

n learning of the disaster the Key 
West Naval Station sent a fleet of motor 
boats to the rescue of the survivin 
veterans, who were without food an 
water and in the direst straits. 

Meanwhile hurricane warnings are being 
flown throughout Florida. Ships are keep- 
ing to port, and windows are Soandad up. 
If the hurricane continues on its present 
course it will roar in from the Gulf of 
Mexico and strike Georgia. Fears were 
expressed this afternoon for Cedar Key, 
90 miles from St. Petersburg, West 


is right in the path of the gale. 


THE WEST COAST 


News from the west coast of the State is 
very scanty; for. communications are 
almost entirely cut off. A Coastguard’s 
message, however, has been picked up at 
Jacksonville, Florida, saying that -the 
hurricane passed over St. Petersburg, 
causing some injuries and considerable 
damage. 

It is known that Tampa, on the west 
coast, was also struck, and that the wind 
was blowing at one hundred miles an hour 
at Boca. Grande, 

It will not be possible to discover the 
extent of the damage to life and property 
before thé rescuers have penetrated into 
all the devastated areas. 

President Roosevelt has ordered the 
Army, Navy and the Red Cross to render 
all possible aid to the sufferers in the 
disaster. | 

A Miami reporter, who flew over the 
stricken Keys, returned with the news 
that almost nothing was standing, and 
nothing was undamaged. The houses, he 
said, are just twisted piles, and smashed 
and battered boats are piled up high on the 
land. 

A message from Tallahassee, Florida, 

states that Mr. Scholtz, Governor of 
Florida, has ordered the mobilisation of 
the National Guard for service wherever 
it may be needed in the stricken areas. 
The power station at St. Petersburg is 
out of action, and all communication with 
the city is interrupted. 
A coastguard cutter, visiting various 
stricken centres, has reported that many 
Spee are suffering from serious injuries. 
fost of those who have lost their lives in 
the disaster belonged, it is understood, to 
Upper and Lower Matecombe Key, and to 
fishing villages along Plantation Key and 
Key Largo. | 


ISLAMORADA’S ORDEAL 
Only twenty-five residents of the island 
of Islamorada, one of the Keys, have 
escaped, according to the station master 
there, says the Miami message. He states 
that he has counted 150 dead bodies, and 
he fears that the death-roll will be still 
more heavy. It is believed that there were 
some 400 residents on the island, 

Some of the survivors in the hospital 
here tell how they were blown here and 
there in all directions by the sudden 
onslaught of the hurricane. They clung 
to trees or anything else available. Others 
describe how they made frantic attempts 
to hang on to.their friends to save them, 
only to have them wrenched from their 
hands by the swirling waters, and crowned 
before their eyes. 


THE STRANDED DIXIE 
Four of the nine steamers in the vicinity 
of the stranded Dixie to-night began to 
take off her passengers, in spite of rough 
seas, states a Pan-American Airways 
pilot who flew over the liner this evening. 
Wireless messages picked up state that 
the steamship Limon, one of the rescue 
ships, is taking part in the work. 
Although the sea is moderating, rough 
seas are still hampering rescue operations. 
The safety of the 400 passengers on 
board the Dixie appears to be assured. 
Rescue work was begun this afternoon, 
after forty hours of anxious waiting. 
According to a wireless message sent out 
by the coastguard cutter Carra Bassett, 
the first boatload of passengers from the 
Dixie was taken aboard the cutter at 
4 p.m. New York time (9 p.m. B.S.T.). 
Other messages state that lifeboats

REMARKABLE ADDRESS 
TO SCIENTISTS 
PETE PS Bete 


UEST for the most wonderful thing in 
the. world was made last night by 
Dr. W. W. Watts, Emeritus Professor of 
Geology at the Imperial College of Science 
and Technology, in a remarkable. presi- 
dential address to the scientists assembled 
for the British Association meetings at 
Norwich. 

At the end of his search Dr. Watts 
found that ‘‘ the greatest marvel of all ”’ 
is the brain of little, fragile man, which 
is 5,000 times larger in proportion than 


the brain of some ancient animals who 


were as ‘big as houses.. ) 
That is why the giant dinosaur lost its 
dominion and why frail man gained his. 


EARTH’S FURROWED BROW 

In his survey Dr. Watts turned a 
searchlight back through eons of time to 
“the golden ages that are gone.” He 
shattered with piercing logic: some of our 
schoolroom ideas; he put forward new 
theories in answer to the old, old riddle 


. of why the world is what it is. 


He took for his theme the form, drift 
and rhythm of the continents, and he told 
of str nexplicable things, 
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ing discoveries, such as submerged forests, 
of the birth of mountains and the coming 
of the great seas. He picked up our 
globe in his hand, as it were, and as 
though it were no more formidable than 
an orange. He probed into its depths, 
looked at the ‘‘ wrinkles ” on its face to 
make shrewd guesses at its age, and 
showed how one hilly furrow may have 
taken 100,000,000 years to gather on its 
brow. i 

Then he made a jig-saw puzzle of coun- 
tries and continents, pointing to rugged 
coasts now divided by rolling oceans and 
revealing similarities which show that 
they may once have been joined together 
in one majestic sweep’ of land. What 
mighty mysterious springs of life and 
vitality are hidden in the great heart of 
the earth he showed again and again. 


NATURE’S SECRETS 

“The earth,” he said in a telling 
phrase, “is a lady of a certain age, but 
she has contrived to preserve her youth 
and energy as well as her beauty. 

Boldly he set out to discover some of 
those secrets which nature has so jealously 
withheld from inquiring man through the 
ages. Is it not possible, he asked, that 
the tidal influence of the moon and sun 
may exert a permanent distorting influence 
on the solid earth. itself, and help to form 
nappes (horizontal slides) and other move- 
ments of a nature at present unexplained. 


THE HUMAN BRAIN 

Dr. Watts led his discourse: from the 
contemplation of the marvels and mysteries 
of the universe to what is still, perhaps, 
the most hidden mystery of all—the 
miracle of the human brain. On this 
fascinating note he ended his address, 
interpreting the hard-won facts of science 
in the language of a poet. 

Perhaps we can never know, he said, 
the quality of the material of which the 
brains of fossil creatures was made, “‘ for 
we have no instrument to pierce the veil 


the abysm of space, but even now we are 
earning something of their shape and 
convolutions,’’ he went on. 


GIGANTIC REPTILES 
“The brain of those gigantic, if some- 
what grotesque reptiles, the dinosaurs, the 
tyrants of mesozoic time, is relatively tiny, 
In diplodocus eighty feet in length and 
twenty tons in weight the brain was about 
the size of a large hen’s egg. C: true 


of an ounce tocontrol each ton of body, and 
we begin to understand why they lost the 
lordship of creation. | 

The proportion of brain to body 
improved in those reptiles which took. to 
flying, and in the birds evolved from 
reptiles, but it is only in mammals that 
a marked advance is seen. ‘A twelve-stone 
man of the present day has about three 
and a half pounds of brain—an amount 
not far short of half a hundredweight per 
ton, Of all the wonders of the universe

of which we have present knowledge, from 
the electron to the atom, from the virus 
and bacillus to the oak and the elephant, 
from the tiniest meteor to the most magni- 
ficent nebula, surely there is nothing to 
surpass the brain of man. 

And when we contemplate the time and 
energy, the sacrifice and devotion that this 
evolution has cost, we must feel that we 
are still far from the end of this mighty 
purpose, that we can confidently look for- 
ward to the further advance which alone 
could justify-the design and skill lavished 
on this. great task thronghout the golden 
ages that have gone. we | 

Evolution of life on the earth has been 
by no means uniform, explained Dr. 
Watts. There have been periods of waxing 
and waning due to geographical, climato- 
logical and biological influences. 


THE LIFE OF MAN 


He explained, for exampl-, the extra- 
ordinarily important part in the life of 
man which has been played by grass in 
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outburst of energy put ouf by the tarthan|” . 


the erection of the Alps, Andes and 
Himalay%s in tertiary times. was trivial in 
its influence for man's development. | 

How much» meat and drink and life of 
mankind was bofind up with the grasses.. 
including wheat, maize, millet and other 
grains} sugar cane, rice and bamboo. | 

We could now fairly claim .thdt the 
theory of evolution of organisms hed been 
lifted from the limbo of hypothesis into a 
fact completely demonstrated by the chain 
of life which Jinks thé animals and plants 
to-day with the earliest of their fore- 
runners of the most remote past. Wher 
we realised the delicate adjustment of al! 
life to air, water, earth and fire, it was 
one of the most remarkable facts that, in 
spite of physical changes which We know 
to have occurred, the chain of life has 
never snapped in all the hundreds of 
millions of years through which its history 
has been traced. 


“THE MOUNTAINS 


Dr. Watts had much to say about 
mountains and how they came on the 
ridged and wrinkled face of the earth. 

‘The theory that continuous cooling 
and shrinkage of the interior of the earth 
afforded an explanation of mountain 
ranges and other rugosities on its surface 
was a legacy from the nebular hypothesis. 

‘‘In spite of the homely simile of a 
shrivelling apple this. explanation has 
never received a very enthusiastic wel- 
come from geologists, though in default of 
other resources they had to make use of 
it. As knowledge has grown, the difficul- 
ties have become insurmountable to 
thera.’’ Fá 

Dr. Watts referred to the impossibility 
of compressing the earth’s life story into 
‘‘a paltry 20 or 30 million years.’’ The 
duration of the long wons of time could 
be dimly realised by recalling that, with- 
in a small fraction of the latest of them, 
man, with the most primitive implements, 
had penetrated to the uttermost corners of 
the world, and developed his innumerable 
languages and civilisations. 

The ‘decline and early death,” to 
which Lord Kelvin’s dictum had ‘con- 
demned the earth. was now transformed 
into a history of prolonged, though not 
perennial, youth.

Lost Continent.” which # said to have 
sunk beneath the Atlantic, w referred 
to by Dr. Watts in tracing.« a tand links.

Unless continental drift had been a more 
complicated process than anyone had yet 
conceived, it seemed impossible to escape 
from some form of the “land bridges” of 
the older naturalists. 


CONTINENTAL DRIFT 
Following the presidential address, Sir 
Thomas H. Holland, a past President and 


pressing thanks to Dr. Watts, said that he 
would refer seriously to a serious subject 
which. so far as he knew, had not been 
treated before in any public utterance by 
Professor Watts. 

““ Every geologist present will be anxious 
to study again his views on that alarming 
theory, that our continents in the past 
have actually been indulging in trans- 
oceanic trips; that India some time ago 
forsook South Africa, went north-east and 
thrust its nose into Asia; that another 
part of the ancient Continent of Gond- 
wanaland drifted westwards and settled to 
form South America. 

‘Tf that theory be true,” said Sir 
Thomas, “it strikes right across all that 
our paleogeographers have regarded as 
sacred and true. 

“TÉ continental drift on that scale really 
occurred all their pretty maps’ showing 
past changes in the distribution of land 
and water are not merely caricatures of 
the old world, such as many of us have 
often asserted, but they have no "possible 
resemblance to what. thé world was like.” 


THE PRESIDENT-ELECT 

Sir Josiah Stamp was nominated as 
President of the British Association for 
1936 at a meeting of the Council in the 
afternoon. 

The actual election will be made by the 
General Committee to-morrow. 

The General Committee passed a resolu- 
tion expressing satisfaction that the 
Government of Ecuador had decreed that: 
the Galapagos Islands should be made into 
a preserve. 

It was on these islands that Charles 
Darwin landed exactly a hundred years 
ago and found much of the evidence of 
animal life which led him to formulate his 
theory of evolution. 

The Committee appointed Sir Edward 
Poulton and Mr. .H. W. Parker to co- 
operate with any international committee 
which may be set up to deal [with the 
Galapagos Islands preserve.

BAD VISIBILITY BLAMED

The captains of the battleship Ramillies and 
the Norddeutscher-Lloyd steamer Eisenach 
were questioned by Sir Thomas Bramsdon, 
the Portsmouth City Coroner, on the cause 
of the collisio:: on August 30 at the inquest 
yesterday on three of the four members of 
the steamer’s crew who lost their lives. The 
body of the fourth man is still missing. —. 

Captain Wilmsen, of the Eisenach, said 
that there was heavy rain at the time. The 
weather was changing; sometimes the wind 
Was more, sometimes less. Visibility was 
about one mile. 

““I gave starboard to pass him port by 
port,” he said; ‘that was the proper thing 
to do.”’ 

The weather was not bad enough to stop, 
he added. 

Captain Taylor said that when the Eisenach 
was sighted at: about a mile distant the 
course of the Ramillies was altered in an 
endeavour to avoid her. There was a par- 
ticularly heavy squall a few -minutes before 
the collision. The primary ‘cause of the 
collision was low visibility. The position in 
which the ships were sighted made avoiding 
an accident difficult. 

The inquest was on Auguste Henrich (33), 
Frederick Besser (32), fireman, and Wilhelm 
Kupka (21), trimmer. 

he Coroner, opening the inquest, said 
that from exhaustive inquiries he had made 
he was convinced that there could be no 
question of gross or culpable negligence. 

Captain Wilmsen said that when he and 
his crew were taken on board the Ramillies 
six were found to be missing. 
they found two uninjured men, who had ex- 
tricated themselves from the wreckage, and 
three others injured. 

The Coroner—Have you any fault to find 
with the Ramillies? 

"SI do not’ know,” was the reply. 

Captain Taylor said that the Ramillies was 
about three minutes with her bows in contact 
with the Fisenach. He could not have 
stopped in time to avoid a collision.

MAN SENTENCED FOR 
DEATH OF GIRL

WELLINGTON (N.Z.), Wednesday. 

John Skielthorp Page, aged 36, a Dursley 
(Gioucestershire) man on trial here for the 
death of a girl in what has been known as 
the “‘ Chocolate poisoning mystery,” has been 
committed by the Supreme Court to a mental 
institution ‘‘during the pleasure of the 
Minister of Justice.” 

The case caused a sensation in the mining 
township of Blackball last year, when a 21- 
year-old girl, Margaret May Smith, died as 
the result of eating chocolates received 
through the post by two other girls. The 
two other girls recovered. 

An analysis of the remaining chocolates 
revealed that they contained strychnine, and 
the police case against Page was based 
chiefly on the similarity of his handwriting 
and that in which the address ‘had been 
written on the postal package. 

The verdict to-day was given following the 
evidence of three alienists, who stated that 
Page could. not, in their opinion, plead 
insanity. ~

NEWTOWNARDS AS 
LANDING PLACE 


SOME DISTINGUISHED 
PILOTS 
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From Our ConRRESPONDENT, 
BELFAST, Wednesday. 


HE Air Race for the King’s Cup on Fri- 
day will provide a thrill for many resi- 
dents of Northern Ireland. The Ards 

Air-port, Newtownards, is included in the 
course for the first time in the history of the 
race, which was inaugurated in 1929. Oven 
thirty “planes will compete, and the course 
will cover most of England and part of Scot- 
land. The machines will fly from Hatfield to 
Renfrew, and then will cross the North 
Channel to Newtownards, where competitors 
will alight and report to the control. Here 
they will take off or refuel, as they may 
desire, but every minute spent on the ground 
will tell against them. : 
Friday's competition is an eliminating one, 
the 'planes having to maintain a certain speed 
over the course. 
The first machine is expected to arrive at 
Newtownards at 10.17, but this estimate 
makes no allowance for the wind. From New- 


thence to Blackpool, and from Blackpool on to 
Manchester, Cardiff, and back to Hatfield, a 
total distance of 950 miles. 

Lord Londonderry and Lord Craigavon have 
signified their intention of being present at 
Newtownards. 


THE COMPETITORS 


In No. 1 ’plane will be T. Campbell Black, 
the famous winner, with C. W. A. Scott, of 
the Melbourne Air Race. The Duke of Kent’s 
entry will be piloted by E. W. Percival, the 
designer of the Percival Gull, which :s 
capable of extremely high speed. On this 
occasion he will be in charge of a ‘‘-Mew 
Gull,” which has been specially built for 
racing. -G. R. de Havilland, who will have 
charge of No. 4, is well known as the designer 
of De Havilland aircraft. 

The famous racing motorist, L, Fontes, who 
is a familiar figure on the Ards T.T. course, 
is to pilot a ‘‘ Speed 6,” and a Miles Hawk 
M.5 will be piloted by the designer, F. G: 
Miles. | 

Another participant in the Melbourne 
flight, K. F: H. Waller, will pilot a Percival 
Gull. On this occasion he will be a rival to 
his former partner, Cathcart Jones, as the 
latter will be a Miles Hawk trainer. H. 8, 
Broad will pilot Viscount Wakefield’s T.K.2. 
Broad is the test pilot for De Havillands. 

Previous winners of the King’s Cup who 
now compete are Captain W. L. ~ fá (Comper 
Swift) and Flight-Lieutenant E. CC. T. 
Edwards (Percival Gull). bas 

A well-known woman competitor is Mrs. E. 
Battye, who a few weeks ago finished third 
in a French race. 

The only Ulster entrant is Mr, J. M. Bar- 
bour junior, whose ’plane will be piloted by

This year an entirely new system has been 
foliowed in the planning of the race regula- 
tions. Virtually the race consists of two guite 
independent tests—a test of reliability and 
navigational skill on the first day, and a 
demonstration of sheer piloting skill and speed 
on the second, thus seeking to combine with 
the original idea of a circuit of Britain, the 
spectacle of many turns and a close finish. 


PARIS TO HAVE NEW 
VIEW TERRACE

WHERE THE TROCADERO 
NOW STANDS,

Paris is to have a new and magnificent 
terrace from which a view over a great part 
of the city, comparable with the view of 
Rome from the Janiculum Hill, will be 
possible. This will be one of the happiest 
results of the decision to pull down the 
central part of the Trocadero as part of the 
plan of the International Exhibition of 1937. - 

Parisians have often expressed regret that 
Paris lacked a point of vantage from which 
a view of the Seine could be had. The view 
from the Eiffel Tower is not one from a 
natural height, and the view from the hill on 
which the Sacré Coeur stands does not allow 
a good view of the river. The destruction of 
the centre part of the Trocadero building will 
restore to Paris a point of viewing the city 
which ,was once in great favour. Parisians 
in the days of Napoleon used to make an 
excursion to the high ground of Chaillot, then 
outside Paris, to enjov the view, and when 
in 1856 the bouuds of the city were extended 
to include the immediate suburbs, it was 
made a special point that this fine -site, 
opposite the ever-popular Champ de Mars, 
should be kept free. 

The Trocadero was erected for the exhibi- 
tion of 1878, and thus the fine view that 
Parisians lost through one exhibition will be 
restored .to them by another exhibi‘.:on. It 
was to be a temporary structure, but has re- 
mained ever since, housing interesting collec- 
tiens of the ethnographical museum anl 
museum of comparative sculpture and archi- 
tecture. The centre of the building is circular, 


looking much like the Albert Hall, London, 


with two wings that curve out like long arms. 


Gardens slope down on one side to the bank 


of the Seine, and on the other side is a large 


circular space where four large avenues con- 


verge. In style, the Trocadero was an 
inartistic mixture of Moorish and Spanish, 
and in no way in keeping with the best of 
French architecture as exemplified by the fine 
work of Gabriel Mansard and others. Many 
harsh things have been said about the Tro- 
cadero, and no one will mourn its loss. 

Perhaps no other city in Europe can offer 
as fine a view as that from the projected 
terrace. Before the spectator, beautiful 
gardens slope down to the Seine, which passes — 
through this part of the city in a regular 
and majestic curve. The Jena Bridge, of 
white stone, is immediately opposite, and 


beyond, the Eiffel Tower raises its thousand 
feet of steel gracefully into the sky. Behind 
this is the Champ de Mars, bounded in the 


distance by the long, flat-roofed, handsome 


building of the Ecole Militaire. To right and 
left of the large open space of the Champ 
da Mars some of the handsomest quarters of 
Paris are spread out, and the gilded dome of 


the Invalides, many church spirés and the 


distant Pantheon go to complete a wonderful 
picture.
